bell, whose time was later bettered by the American White 
Special, driven by Ray Keech. Capt. J. S. Irving, who designed 
the huge Sunbeam, which was the first land vehicle to travel 
at better than 200 miles per hour, has built for Major 
Segrave a new engine for the destruction of records.

Major Segrave tells us that the Golden Arrow has a 
theoretical speed of 240 miles per hour.

done toward the development of the airplane. 

It is rather interesting to note that this new speed 
creation will need a straightaway of about ten miles in 
order to be able to “do its stuff.” That is the reason 
Major Segrave comes across the ocean. No other beach 
but that at Daytona gives the full sweep needed to get 
up maximum speed by this tremendously fast vehicle. 
The Golden Arrow must have about four miles in which 
to lift its two and a half tons of bulk to full speed, then 
comes the measured mile, with electrical timers at each 
end, and finally there must be another stretch of five 
miles to reduce speed again and bring the vehicle to 
a halt.

Roads will be built, 
improved, widened and relocated as the survey shows may | 
be necessary. Bridges will be built and road surfaces will 
be improved as the needs of traffic indicate. 

In this way Cuyahoga county will have a road sys- 
tem adequate to its needs and the expense will probably 
be less—the total sum now appropriated is $63,000,000— 
than it would have been if the various cities had strug- 
gled on as individual entities. Highway development 
today must follow a definite plan if it is to be adequate 
to modern needs. Other communities in the same posi- 
tion that Cuyahoga county occupies will do well to give 
this idea of co-operation careful consideration.

no benefit from the economic point 
of view in so doing. The advantage 
derived from central buying, backed 
by an enormous financial power as 
applied by the General Motors Cor- 
poration, the Ford Motor Company, 
the Chrysler Motors Corporation, 
and others who have a very large 
output of standardized cars, cannot 
be acquired by an international or- 
ganization on account of the many 
fluctuations of tariffs in the differ- 
ent countries. Besides, the output 
of many European automobile man- 
ufacturers is comparatively small 
and does not warrant their partner- 
ship in such an enterprise. 

“I do believe, however, that there 
must be a concentration of economic 
power in the European automobile 
industry by forming consolidations 
on a national scale. There are too 
many smaller manufacturers who 
eannot afford to stand alone and as 
the trend in America points to con- 
centrated power, as is proven by 
last year’s developments, the same 
thing will take place in Europe 
sooner or lat+r, strengthening the 
industry and making it more fit to 
meet foreign competition.” 

According to Sir Herbert the 
‘American motor car is not superior | 
to the European product, though he | 
appreciates the progress made in 
the United States with regard to| 
body building, the chassis, however, | 
still remaining to be improved. He} 
thinks that now the American cars| 
have become too big and therefore | 
a reaction is most likely for the near 
future.
